modern medicine has enabled Americans to live nearly as long aa 
the biblical three score years and ten. As a consequence, the disease« 
of aging, such as hardening of the arteries, heart disorders, and can­ 
cer, are increasingly the causes of death. Now the task of medical 
science is to combat these diseases so that we may enjoy this longer 
life. The battle against angina»------- 
pectoris, an illness which in- 
V* „y ¿r 
creases beyond middle age, is one 
example in which a new, partial 
victory has recently been won. 
The meaning of angina pec- 
toria is simply pain in the chest. 
It is caused by a narrowing of 
the coronary arteries, which cuts 
down the flow of blood nourish­ 
ing the heart muscle. In this con­ 
dition, exercise which places ex­ 
tra demands on the heart causes 
pain. In severe cases, climbing 
stairs, walking against the wind, 
digesting a heavy meal, or emo­ 
tional excitement may bring on 
an attack. 
Occasionally the pain of an an­ 
ginal attack can be extraordinar­ 
ily severe. A French physician in 
the early nineteenth century com­ 
pared it to “iron nails or the 
claw of an animal tearing asun­ 
der the front of the chest." More 
often the pain is described as a 
squeezing, crushing or vise-like 
sensation. It may be felt in the 
chest, heart, neck, left shoulder 
and arm, or upper stomach. 
Angina pectoris wasfirsttreat- 
ed in the eighteenth century with 
narcotics and alcohol and, later, 
with inhalation of chloroform. 
None prevented or halted an at­ 
tack, they merely deadened the 
pain. 
The first real victory over an­ 
gina was won in 18<>7 when a 
Scotch physician used nitrogly­ 
cerin, the common explosive, to 
treat an attack. Later it was dis- 
: 
ered that the explosive’s ef­ 
fectiveness was due to its tem­ 
porary ability to dilate the ar­ 
teries that feed the heart, not 
only relieving pain but stopping,

How­ 
ever, the effect of nitroglycerin 
is only temporary, seldom lasting 
longer than a few minutes. 
A new drug, derived from an 
explosive of the same family, was 
developed several years ago. reri- 
trate, as the drug is called, gives 
longer lasting relief - up to four 
or six hours. This advance has 
now been followed by the intro­ 
duction of an even newer “sus­ 
tained action" form of Peritrate 
which provides round-the-clock 
protection again Ft attacks of an­ 
gina pectoris with only two tab­ 
lets daily. In its new form, the 
drug is contained in a special wax 
base which gradually dissolves 
over a twelve-hour p* riod. 
To the four million Americans 
— most are past middle age - who 
suffer from angina pectoris, this 
new development promises less 
pain and greater activity—more 
enjoyment of their later years.

The attic may solve your stor­ 
age problems. 
Because 
appearance 
usually 
isn’t too important in the attic, 
you can get satisfactory results 
with inexpensive lumber. 
All you need is a basic frame­ 
work to hold the drawers, and 
the drawers themselves. You can 
build everything in the center of 
the attic, then slide the unit 
under the eaves and nail it ih 
place between a pair of studs run 
vertically between floor and raf- 
tess. 
The 
depth 
and number

drawers will depend oA how far 
out you place the studs and the 
angle of the roof. To avoid bot­ 
tom drawers of unwieldy depth, 
plan the frame so there is dead 
space behind the unit near the 
floor. 
Horizontal pieces of the frame 
are all functional. They include 
only drawer separator strips in 
front and two strips on the side. 
One is the bearing strip; the other 
an anti-tilt strip. Runners nailed 
to the side of the drawers slide 
between them. 
The drawers can be made with 
grooved or plain butt joints and 
thin
